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PROCEEDINGS 


The  Forty-First  Annual  Session  of  the  New  Bern  Eastern 
Missionary  Baptist  Sunday  School  Convention  convened  with 
Star  of  Zion  M.  B.  Church,  New  Bern,  N.  C,  Rev.  A.  H. 
Dudley,  Pastor.  Opened  at  10  o'clock  A.  M.,  first  hymn  lined 
by  Bro.  M.  Jones,  No.  2^3,  "Father  I  stretch  my  hands  to 
thee,"  &c.  The  first  chapter  of  St.  John  read  by  P.  B.  Mid- 
gett.  Prayer  by  Bro.  G.  C.  Moore.  Second  hymn  No.  325, 
"I  know  that  my  redeemer  lives,"  &c.  Then  the  President, 
Rev.  N.  H.  Hargett,  arose  and  made  his  opening  address  and 
said  the  Lord  had  blessed  us  to  meet  again  to  do  business  for 
God  and  his  Christ,  and  he  said  brothers  let  us  work  together 
in  love  and  do  the  things  that  are  right,  he  also  thanked  the 
members  for  their  past  favors  and  felt  very  grateful  to  the 
convention.  He  told  of  the  years  service  and  the  work  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  then  presented  the  convention  with 
a  banner  and  badges  for  each  delegate  and'member. 

Thirty  minutes  was  given  to  the  members  to  express 
themselves. 

Then  President  declared  convention  open  for  business. 

First  in  order  was  the  enrolling  of  delegates,  ministers 
and  members,  the  same  was  done. 

It  being  time  for  the  Introductory  Sermon,  and  Bro.  C. 
H.  Smith  not  being  present,  the  President  asked  Bro.  J.  H. 
Richardson  to  preach  the  Introductory  Sermon  and  he  kindly 
consented,  assisted  by  Bro.  P.  B.  Midgett.  He  lined  hymn 
No.  375.  Rev.  W.  A.  Green  acting  as  Vice-President.  Bro. 
Richardson  was  introduced  to  the  convention,  he  chose  for 
his  text  1st  John  12,  "Love  ye  one  another."  He  preached  a 
spiritual  sermon,  it  was  enjoyed  by  all.  The  President  sang 
"Will  the  circle  be  unbroken."  Revs.  H.  Jenkins  and  W.  H. 
Pender  complimented  the  sermon. 

Motion  that  the  convention  receive  the  banner,  motion 
prevailed. 

Motion  that  the  time  be  extended  15  minutes,  motion 
prevailed. 
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Rev.  C.  T.  Utley  was  introduced  to  the  convention  and 
made  a  timely  speech  on  the  work  and  success  of  the  Sunday 
School. 

Collection  was  taken  amounting  to  $1.50;  delegates  min- 
isters and  members  $22. 50 ;  badges  $2.30;  total  $26.30. 
Benediction  by  Rev,  A.  H.  Dudley. 

FIRST  DAY'S  AFTERNOON  SESSION 

First  hymn  130,  "How  happy  is  every  child  of  grace"  by 
Rev.  J.  H.  Smith.  Reading  the  5th  division  of  Psalms  by 
Rev.  Dr.  M.  W.  Wynn.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Bro.  Frank 
Hargrove.  Second  hymn  369,  "Oh  that  my  load  of  sin  were 
gone."  Then  the  President,  Rev.  N.  H.  Hargett,  arose  and 
gave  a  short  talk. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  minutes  of  the  morning  ses- 
sion were  read  and  adopted. 

Enrollment  of  ministers  and  delegates. 

Visitors  were  invited  to  come  forward.  Rev.  F.  A.  Har- 
gett, Rev.  H.  V.  Cherry,  Prof.  W.  H.  Green  and  Bro.  B.  F. 
Cloud  were  introduced  to  the  convention  and  asked  to  make 
short  talks,  which  they  did  and  which  were  enjoyed  by  the 
convention. 

Bro.  Green  spoke  of  the  history  of  the  S.  S.  convention 
for  32  years.  Bro.  H.  H.  Pender  was  asked  to  respond, 
which  he  did  with  grand  remarks. 

Motion  that  a  Committee  on  Grievance  and  Complaint 
be  elected,  the  same  was  done. 

Next  in  order  the  subject  to  be  discussed,  "The  progress 
of  the  Convention,"  led  by  Bro.  H.  H.  Pender,  in  which  he 
told  much  about  the  success  of  the  convention.  The  discus- 
sion was  followed  by  Bro.  E.  M.  Hardy,  Rev.  W.  A.  Green 
and  the  Vice-President,  Rev.  G.  A.  Moye. 

Moved  that  the  time  be  extended  15  minutes,  motion 
prevailed. 

A  collection  was  taken  for  education  by  Bro.  H.  H.  Pen- 
der amounting  to  $6.00.  Delegates  $3.75,  Badges  40  cents. 
Total  amount  $10. 15. 
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Then  the  appointment  of  committees  were  in  order,  as 
follows: — Time  and  Place,  Grievance  and  Complaint,  Finance, 
Education,  Constitution,  and  Temperance.

FIRST  DAY'S  EVENING  SESSION. 
Opened  with  devotional  exercises  by  Rev.  Miles  Jones. 
First  hymn  345.  Scripture  lesson  read  by  Rev.  J.  H.  Smith, 
the  3rd  chapter  of  St.  Matthew.  Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev. 
D.  W.  Dance.  Second  hymn  375  sung  by  Rev.  Miles  Jones. 
Then  the  President  declared  the  meeting  opened  and  ready 
for  business. 

Motion  that  we  suspend  the  order  of  business  and  ask 
Mr.  W.  A.  Abbey  to  come  forward.  Mr.  Abbey  came  for- 
ward and  addressed  the  convention,  he  made  a  grand  speech 
on  the  S.  S.  work,  closing  with  powerful  words,  said  we  need 
service.  Rev.  D.  W  Dance  was  asked  to  respond,  which  he 
did  in  a  very  practical  way. 

The  hour  of  preaching  having  arrived  for  preaching, 
Rev.  H.  B.  Hill  who  was  appointed  to  preach  not  being  pre- 
sent, Rev.  W.  A.  Green  was  asked  to  preach  the  sermon,  Rev. 
W.  H.  Pender  assisted  him,  lining  hymn  420. 

Rev.  Hill  came  in  just  in  time  to  fill  his  appointment,  he 
chose  for  his  text  5th  chapter  of  St.  Matthew,  8th  verse,  text, 
"Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart  for  they  shall  see  God."  He 
held  the  audieuce  for  40  minutes  with  a  powerful  sermon.

Motion  that  a  vote  of  thanks  be  tendered  the  committee 
for  their  most  excellent  work,  motion  prevailed. 

Motion  that  the  time  be  extended  30  minutes,  motion 
prevailed.

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PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS 

Gentlemen  and  Ladies: 

Hear  me  for  my  cause  and  be  silent  that  you  may  here  believe 
me,  for  mine  honor  and  have  respect  to  my  honor  that  you  may  be- 
lieve. Censure  me  in  your  wisdom,  and  awake  your  senses  that  you 
the  better  judge.  If  there  be  any  in  this  assembly  for  the  great  and 
grand  cause  in  which  I  love.    I  have  labored  very  hard  for  success. 

Permit  me  to  call  to  your  attention  that  Christopher  Columbus 
in  1492  planted  the  Spanish  Cross  on  the  shores  of  America  and  fell 
down  on  his  knees  and  consecrated  it  to  God. 

In  1681  William  Penn  landed  on  the  West  shores  of  the  Deleware 
river,  named  it  Pennsylvania  in  honor  of  his  father  and  there  he 
planted  a  christian  colony.  1682  Penn  laid  out  a  city  naming  it 
Philadelphia,  he  dedicated  it  to  God,  meaning  brotherly  love. 

1806  Samuel  J.  Mills,  Samuel  Newell,  Adoniram,  met  under  a 
hay  stack,  driven  by  a  shower  of  rain,  there  they  consecrated  that 
spot  to  God,  which  is  called  the  birthplace  of  American  missions. 

1780  Robert  Raikes  inaugurated  the  first  Sunday  School  in 
America.  The  work  of  the  S.  S.  has  been  successful  and  will  be  as 
the  nation  remains.  And  to  foster  the  great  and  grand  work  through- 
out the  world,  we  resolve,  that  whereas  the  ministers  have  been  pay- 
ing 75c,  will  pay  $1.00,  and  the  delegates  have  been  paying  50c. 
will  pay  75c,  and  the  members  fee  50c,  this  I  recommend.  For  we 
fight  not  against  flesh,  we  wrestle  not  with  blood,  but  principalities 
and  power  and  for  the  truth  of  God. 

Put  all  the  armor  on  like  a  valiant  soldier  stands.  Let  all  loins 
be  girded  with  truth,  waiting  our  Lord's  command. 

The  battle  almost  over,  the  race  is  nearly  run,  then  with  our 
glorious  conqueroring  king  we  will  sit  down  on  his  throne. 
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CONSTITUTION 

 OF  THE  

New  Bern  Eastern  Missionary  Baptist  S.  S.  Convention 


Article  1.  The  name  of  this  convention  shall  be  the  New  Bern 
Eastern  Missionary  Baptist  Sunday  School  Convention. 

Article  2.  Its  objects  are  to  promote  the  better  qualifications 
and  assist  in  training-  and  education  of  worth,  aspiring-  teachers 
and  members  of  the  Sabbath  School,  who  petition  the  Board  for  aid, 
shall  be  aided  to  the  extent  of  the  means  available.  Then  help  to 
support  a  school  in  connection  with  the  Association,  with  equal  re- 
presentation. 

Article  3.  There  shall  not  be  any  money  paid  out  of  this  con- 
vention for  any  person  or  purpose  except  for  the  aid  of  such  persons 
as  set  forth  in  Article  2. 

Article  4.  The  offieers  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-President, 
Secretary,  Assistant  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Auditor,  who  shall 
perform  the  usual  duties  of  those  officers.  The  said  officers  shall  be 
elected  annually. 

Article  5.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Manag-ers,  consisting  of 
five  (5),  who  shall  have  power  to  carry  out  .the  objects  of  this  conven- 
tisn  during  the  intervals  thereof,  to  receive  and  disburse  funds  for 
the  same,  supervise  and  direct  the  students  while  at  school  who  re- 
ceive aid  from  this  convention,  and  take  such  steps  for  its  advance- 
ment as  they  may  deem  advisable.  They  shall  keep  a  true  and  ac- 
curate account  of  all  their  transactions  and  report  the  same  annually 
to  the  convention,  and  make  out  programs  for  the  convention. 

Article  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and 
hold  all  money  paid  to  him  from  all  sources,  and  pay  it  out  by  orders 
of  the  convention  during  its  sitting-,  and  by  orders  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  during  the  intervals.  All  orders  on  the  Treasurer  being 
signed  by  the  Secretary  and  President. 

Article  7.  There  shall  be  an  Auditor  elected  by  the  convention 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  audit  all  accounts  of  the  convention,  includ- 
ing the  Secretary  and  Board  of  Managers,  and  make  his  report  au- 
nually  report  to  the  convention  of  all  transactions  of  each  department 
during  the  year. 

Article  8.  This  convention  shall  be  composed  of  delegates,  min- 
isters and  members.  Each  delegate  shall  pay  50c.  annually  as  a 
representative  fee,  and  each  minister  shall  pay  75c.  representative 
fee.  Any  member  of  any  church  or  S.  S.  in  good  standing  may  be- 
come a  member  of  this  convention  by  the  payment  of  50c.  as  repre- 
sentative fee,  which  makes  eligible  to  any  and  all  privileges  and 
benefits  of  this  convention.

Article  9.  This  convention  shall  elect  two  mtssioneries  annually 
who  shall  visit  each  Sabbath  School  soliciting-  aid  for  the  educational 
purposes  of  this  convention,  accuratel}'  reporting-  and  turning  the 
proceeds  over  to  the  Board  of  Managers  every  six  months. 

Article  10.  Salaries.  The  President  $5.00;  Vice-President  $2.50; 
Secretary  $5.00;  Assistant  Secretary  $2.50;  Treasurer  $1.00;  and 
Members  of  the  Board  shall  have  $1.50  each  and  their  traveling  at 
the  Board  meets,  which  shall  not  exceed  two  meetings  per  year,  and 
sat  the  sitting  of  the  convention  shall  receive  $2.00  per  day  only. 

Article  11.  This  chnvention  shall  pay  off  its  expenses  in  its 
sitting  sessions. 

Article  12.  Each  Sunday  School  is  entitled  to  two  delegates, 
the  delegates  shall  bear  a  letter  showing  the  statistics  of  the  school. 
Each  school  shall  send  representation  fee  of  10c.  per  capita.  All 
Officers  of  the  Sunday  School  shall  pay  25c.  annually  to  the  S.  S. 
Convention. 

Article  13.  This  constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting. 

Article  14.  The  Board  shall  not  pay  more  than  25  per  cent,  of 
the  expenses  of  any  student  for  any  school  term,  and  the  25  per  cent, 
is  to  be  paid  to  him  or  her  after  he  or  she  has  raised  and  paid  his  or 
her  75  per  cent,  of  their  school  expenses. 
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
